I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
state  of  the  Public  Health  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year 
1954  and  would  emphasize  the  following  points  of  interest. 

Popul  at  ion 

The  population  of  Street  continues  to  increase,  the 
estimated  mid-year  figure  being  6,030  as  compared  with  5,964 
in  1953  and  5,74-6  in  1952. 

Births 


A  further  increase  in  the  number  of  live  births  is 
noted,  101  as  compared  with  84  in  1953  and  66  in  1952. 

Deaths 


Deaths  from  Heart  Disease  and  Vascular  Lesions 
continue  to  predominate ;  those  from  cancer  being  next  in 
severity  as  last  year. 

Infant  Mortality 

You  will,  with  interest,  compare  the  decreased  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  with  the  increased  birth  rate. 

Notifiable  Infectious  Disease 

We  have  been  particularly  free  from  cases  of 
Notifiable  Infectious  Disease  during  a  year  of  rather  inclement 
weather  and  one  in  which  there  has  boon  considerable  illness. 

Diphtheria  Immuni z at i on s 

May  I  again  stress  the  importance  of  Immunization 
against  Diphtheria  and  welcome  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
Primary  Inoculations. 

Mass  Radiography 

The  importance  of  Mass  Radiography  cannot  be  over¬ 
emphasised  and  one  is  pleased  to  note  a  further  increase  in 
numbers  taking  advantage  of  it  with  the  hope  that  its  scope 
may  again  bo  increased  next  year. 


Housing; 


The  housing  situation  and  the  efforts  to  deal  with 
it  continue  to  be  one  of  the  main  pro- occupations  of  the 
Council . 

Food 


May  I  stress  the  greatest  importance  of  maintaining 
the  clean  handling  of  food  and  supporting  the  Government’s 
recommendation  in  the  wrapping  of  foodstuffs. 


Milk  and  Water 


Effort  has  continually  boon  made  to  maintain  a 
clean  milk  and  an  adequate  water  supply. 

Slaughterhouses 

You  will,  with  interest,  deduce  to  what  extent  the 
two  slaughter-houses,  licensed  on  October  19th,  are  being 
used.

Child  Welfare  and  Nursing  Association 

The  Child  Welfare  and  Nursing  Association  have  again  had 
a  very  busy  year  giving  an  invaluable  service  to  the  community. 

The  demands  on  the  Nurses*  services  continue  to  increase?  there 
are ,  at  present,  three  nurses  and  with  the  growing  population 
this  number  must  obviously  be  maintained  and  I  can  envisage  even 
four  nurses  becoming  necessary  in  the  foreseable  future.  The 
Infant  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  every  Wednesday  afternoon  in  a 
section  of  the  Hindhayes  Infant  School  when  the  District  Nurses 
ordinarily  attend.  I  attend  as  Medical  Officer  on  alternate 
Wednesdays. 


Diphtheria  immunization  Sessions  also  take  place  on  the 
last  Wednesday  in  the  month. 

The  Welfare  Committee  and  Voluntary  Helpers  greatly  con¬ 
tribute  to  its  smooth  running.

It  will  “bo  seen  that  the  work  of  the  District  Nurses 
includes  maternity,  midwifery,  ante-natal,  infant  health,  welfare 
centre ,  school  medical  inspections  &c.  as  well  as  the  ordinary 
district  nursing  duties. 

The  number  of  visits  to  old  people  continues  vo  be  an 
important  part  of  the  work. 

■Analgesia 


The  nurses  are  provided  with  the  necessary  equipment 
and  the  mothers  are  given  analgesia  at  their  confinements  if  so 
desired. 

Home  Help*  Service 

The  Home  Help  Service,  with  a  local  Honorary  Organiser, 
is  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  County  Council  and  is 
part  of  the  County  Health  Scheme.  It  continues  to  be  an  invaluable 
service.  Its  success  is  in  no  small  measure  due  to  the  efforts  of 
Mrs.  Marsden,  the  local  organiser,  whose  efforts  I  cannot  too 
highly  praise. 

It  has  again  had  an  exceptionally  busy  year  and  it  proved 
impossible  to  cover  all  the  work  at  all  times  with  local  help 
owing  to  illness  amongst  the  workers  and  the  number  of  cases.  It 
has,  therefore,  on  occasion,  been  necessary  to  obtain  help  from 
outside  the  district,  this  help  being  reciprocated  whenever 
po  ssible. 

A  minimum  number  of  8  workers  is  still  required  for  the 

wo  rk . 


The  service  rendered  is  primarily  during  illness  in  the 
homo,  being  particularly  valuable  to  the  elderly  people  and  to  those 
living  alone.  In  addition,  assistance  is  rendered  in  domiciliary, 
maternity  and  midwifery  cases,  operation  cases  &c. 

Old  Peopled  Welfare 

The  Street  Old  People's  Welfare  Committee  formed  in  1951 
successfully  continues  its  activities. 

The  Social  Club  has  become  firmly  established  and  has  met 
weekly  on  Thursdays  at  the  Crispin  Hall.  The  members  played  cards, 
dominoes  and  chess,  read  the  wide  variety  of  periodicals  provided 
or  just  chatted  together.  Outings,  including  a  mystery  trip  to 
West  Bay  and  a  visit  to  Sidmouth  were  again  arranged  during  the 
■summer,  and  various  entertainments  were  given.  A  great  deal  of 
help  was  again  forthcoming  from  voluntary  organisations. 

The  Visiting  Service  was  continued  during  the  year  and 
old  people  unable  to  got  out  and  about  wore  regularly  visited  in 
their  homos  by  a  team  of  visitors  and  visits  were  also  arranged 
to  old  people  from  Street  in  the  hospitals  in  Wine an ton  and  Wells 
and  47  parods  were  distributed  to  the  old  people,  who  wore 
■anable  to  leave  their  homes,  at  Christmas.  There  appears  to  be  a 
very  great  need  for  such  a  service  which  undoubtedly  gives  pleasure 
bo  the  old  people  concerned. 


The  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  has  been  successfully 
maintained  and  continues  to  deliver  hot  midday  meals  to  old 
people  in  their  homes  at  a  small  cost. 

Mass  Radiography 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  again  visited  Street,  1,830 
being  surveyed  at  Messrs.  C.  and  J.  Clark’s  factory  as  compared 
with  1,703  last  year. 

Dop;s  and  Shoes 

The  general  public  have  again  co-operated  with  the  shop¬ 
keepers  and  continued  to  respond  to  the  appeal  of  the  local 
authority  to  exclude  dogs  from  shops,  particularly  food  shops. 

Greenbank  Swimming  Pool 

This  bath,  privately  owned,  situated  in  Wilfrid  Road, 
Street,  was  made  possible  through  a  legacy  from  the  late  Miss 
Alice  Clark,  a  pioneer  in  the  welfare  of  women  and  children.  It 
has  once  again  proved  to  be  a  great  asset  to  Street  and  district, 
people  and  school  parties  coming  from  considerable  distances. 

The  capacity  of  the  bath  is  200,000  gallons,  the  water 
is  heated  and  the  children’s  section  is  separate  from  the  adults. 

The  attendance  at  the  pool  for  the  season,  which  proved 
a  very  rainy  one,  amounted  to  27 9 600 5  included  in  this  number 
were  7? 000  school  children  under  instruction. 

The  method  of  purification  continued  to  be  breakpoint 
chlorination,  tests  for  free  chlorine,  alkalinity  and  bicarbonate 
alkalinity  being  taken  several  times  a  day.  No  complaints  received 
with  regard  to  smarting  eyes. 

Regular  samples  were  taken  by  the  local  authority  and  sent 
to  the  County  Analyst,  'the  results  being  generally  satisfactory. 

A  qualified  Bath  Superintendent  with  other  helpers  is 
in  regular  attendance  and  the  Urban  District  Council  is  represented 
on  the  Management  Committee, 

The  normal  season  is  from  May  1st  to  September  J>0th, 


arks 


There  are  tv/o  small  parks  in  Street,  at  Morriman  Gardens 
and  Wraxhill,  for  the  elderly  people’s  relaxation  and  children’s 
amusements.  In  addition,  there  is  the  Victoria  Playing  Pie Id 
where  cricket,  tennis  and  football  are  played?  there  is  also  a 
Playing  Pi eld  and  Sports  Ground  in  Grange  Road  belonging  to  Messrs. 
C.  and  J.  Clark,  Ltd. 

The  work  of  restoration  of  Wood’s  Batch  Recreation  Ground 
was  commenced  during  the  latter  end  of  the  year.  This  area  was 
the  site  of  temporary  hutments,  and  when  the  project  is  completed 
will  be  a  further  amenity  for  the  health  and  wellbeing  of  the 
people  of  Street. 

Indeed  the  facilities  provided  above  are  real  assets  to 
the  district  and  it  is  noticeable  how  veil  patronized  are  the  sun 
shelter  and  ornamental  seats  in  Merriman  Gardens. 

Housing 


The  Council  has  continued  its  building  programme  by 
continued  development  at  the  Portland  Site  -  the  programme  being 
on  a  slightly  reduced  scale.  Steps  were  also  taken  with  a  view  to 
development  on  a  site  at  the  rear  of  Brooks  Road. 


Milk  and  Dairies 


This  is  a  milk  producing  district  and  the  usual  routine 
visits  were  paid  to  tho  retail  dairies  in  the  district.  Iho 
results  of  tho  regular  samples  taken  by  the  County  Council  _rou 
the  local  dairyraon  in  relation  to  school  milk  supply  seem  to 
indicate  that  a  satisfactory  standard  of  cleanliness  is  being 

maintained.
